2d, 1866, no person may make more than one 
location on the same lode, and n6t more than 
three thousand feet shall be taken in any one 
claim by any association of persons.” 

Any association of persons comprehends 
two or more individuals; and although two 
persons gét three thousand fect, if located hy 
them since the passage of the law of Congress, 
on one lode, they do not receive any benefit 
for the discovery of the lode, while a single 
locater is allowed hy law two hundred feet, 
with an additional claim for discovery, to- 
gether with a quantity of surface for the con 
venient working of the claim, as fixed by lo- 
eal rules, which latter benefit is not derived 
hy the association of persons. Persons who 
think themselves aggrieved by the statutory 
discrimination in favor of associations, are 
not precluded by the law of Congress from 
forming themselves into any associations and 
reaping the advantage conferred on the same 
over that bestowed on single locatefs.

A Cadi's Court in Algiers. 

When the traveler enters the great Day of 
Algiers, and sees the town standing like a 
white pyramid against tho richly adorned 
hills of the Suhel, backed by the'Jofty snow- 
clad range of Atlas, he must confess that the 
prospect is a fair one, The aspect of the town, 
from a distance, is quite Moorish. © | 

Wo land in Malteso boats; fall into the 

hands of Bishri porters and hotel commis- 
sioners, then ascend a long flight of steps from 
the quay and enter a “Place” thoroughly 
French, excepting at the angle to which we 
ascended, where stands “the large mosque 
Djami el Dejdid. Three sides'of this “ Place 
du Gouvernment,” or “Plate: Royale,” by 
both of which names it is called, are oceupied 
by houses four stories high, with arcades un- 
der their front, Along the remaining side 
runs a stone balustrade open to the port; and 
nearly in the centre of the square is a statue 
of the Duke of Orleans on horseback, by Ma- 
rochetti, made out of cannon taken at Al- 
gers. The inhabitants seem to pass most of 
their time in this Place, dawdling up and 
down, or leaning over the balustrades, where, 
undeterred by driving gale and drenching 
rain, they congregate, and stand three or four 
deep, to watch the advent or exit of each 
steamer, and see the latter pitel her bows 
under as she turns round the end of the mole, 
anl speculate whether she will continue her 
voyage or be forced to return after an hour or 
two's cruise. In this “ Placo” a military hand 
plays thrice a week, for an hour each day, in 
fine weather. In the provincial towns the 
music-loving population is treated more libe- 
rally, and bands play every day, weather per- 
mitting, and fur a longer period. From the 
Place Royale run the thice French streets— 
the Rue de la Martin, the Rue Dab cl Oued, 
and the Rue Bab Azoun—each of them to 
one of the three gates of the lower town. 
They have arcades on cach side, under lofty 
bousca; and under these arcades French wares 
are sold, in French shops, by French people. 
In the Rue de la Maitin everything is French, 
except the great mosque, the Djann el Kabir, 
half way downat, Lhe French have restored 
its facade, which consists of a long line of 
lofty Moortsh arehi ~, supported upon marble 
cohunns, with a fountain in the centre. 

In the Djam el Dyedid, at the corner of 
the squaie, is the court of the Tanefi Cadi, 
who dispenses justice to the members of lis 
own sect. He himself is seated in the centre, 
and on the lefta dwarf i pleading a cause, 
with violent eesticulations and loud and actid 
tones. His witnesses are behind bim. The 
defendant and Ins witnesses are seated on the 
floor, waiting ther turn for screaming and 
westicutating On each side of the room sit 
two or three inferior judges, From the courts 
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of the Cadis there is an appeal taa court | 


which sits cach Thursday in the Great Mosque, 
and is composed of both the Cadis and two 
puncipal members of the Ulema.

Tur New Crusutne Process at MARIPOSA. 
We understand, (says the San Francisco Min- 
ing and Scientific Press;) that Prof, Siliman, 
one of the principal proprietors and Managers 
ofthe Quait Hill Mining Co.,a few weeks 
since, sent two tons of the ore from that mine 
to the mill at Mariposa, to be treated by the 
process now in operation there—dry crushing 
with stamps, and final pulverization by the 
ball and barrel process. The orc,.such as 
sent, when worked at the mine by the ordi- 
nary stamp mill process, yields about $5 to 
the ton. The yiald at Mariposa, we are in- 
formed, was $15 to the ton. It was put 
through the barrels in three charges of bout 
1,300 pounds each. The yield of the separate 
charges was very nearly equal. This experi- 
ment is considered a very fair test of the rela- 
tive value of the two processes. The yield 
was increased from $5 to $15 per ton. Of 
the relative cost we have no knowledge; but 
from the statements of the owners of the 
Mariposa process, it can bear no manner of 
proportion to the reported increase of yield. 
The character of the ore, however, is ex- 
tremely favorable for exhibiting a marked 
contrast between the two modes of working—~ + 
it being » highly decamposed sulphuret, con- 
taining extromely fine gold, a large portion of 
which must unavoidably be washed away by 
the largo quantity of water necessarily em- 
ployed in the wet process of stamping.

wi His" ately visited this district; informe 
us that he has quite a number of men engaged 
in running a tunnel upon the “Eugenie” lode, 
Mr Fattish; of:'San ‘Francisco, accompanied 
Mr. Wunderlich, and expresses himself highly 
pleased with the looks of the country and 
the richness of the quartz. The upper or new 
tannel:of the-Eugenic ia now run into the 
ledge a distance of about ninety feet. The 
ledge is fully six feet thick, and the rock looks 
better than‘ever before.. The several strats 
of which the ledge is composed are as follows: 
Next the foot-wall there are between eighteen 
inches and two fect of solid quartz, mixed 
with small, neatly-formed sulphurets of cop- 
per; next to this stratum, there is about the 
samo thickness of decomposed copper-stained 
rock; then there are fully two fect of solid, 
bluish rock, which is also well mixed with 
sulpharets, and which “breaks out” in large, 
square picces. We haye gecn a piece of this 
sulphuret rock, and we must say that it 
looked to us as though it would pay well, if 
Properly treated, which it will be, as soon as 
Mr. Kustel arrives, 

A drift, twenty fect in length, has been run 
into the “ Galena” ledge, at a depth of sev- 
enty' fect, which opened up a body of beauti- 
ful sulphurct ore, four and a half feet in thick- 
ness, The sulphurets in this ledge are not 
quite as small as those in the Eugenie, yet it 
is generaliy believed that they are richer in 
gold and silver, ‘There is a blaish-black rock 
in this ledge that has assayed as high as $500 
to the ton. 

Placer mining, on account of an insufficient 
supply of water, is at a stand-still.

Eprror Antzona Minur : —The time is fast 
approsching when we will be again called up- 
on to select those who will represent us in 
the Territorial Legislature, and the National 
Congress, It is argued by some of both par- 
e have no: vote in the National 
Congress, Pts unwise and inexpedient in us 
to draw party lines, or to discuss party poli- 
tics. Now, can it be, that an American citi- 
zen, born'bencath the protecting ægis fof the 
American Government, and the recipient of 
the bleasings of American liberty, and Amer- 
ican institutions from his childhood, is, in the 
faithful discharge of his duty, when he stands 
passively by, while political questions of the 
greatest moment to our country—questions 
upon the correct solution of which depends 
the perpotuity of our institutions and our lib- 
erties—are being discussed and decided. I 
cannot think so, If he loves his country and 
ita institutions, if he would aid in maintain- 
ing and perpetuating his Government and his 
liberties, if họ would discharge the duty of 
the patriot as one of the sovreigns of the Re- 
public, inmy judgment it becomes his duty 
to investigate carefully and closely the polit- 
ical questions presented, and,uccording to his 
judgment,determine the right, and when the 
right is thus determined, it becomes his du- 
ty as a citizen and patriot, so far as he may, 
toaid in the triumph of the right. Now ifI 
am right in my conclusions as to the duty of 
the citizen, and if the members of the polit- 
ical parties of the day are honest in the ex- 
pressed belief that the principles entertained 
by the parties to which they belong respect- 
ively, are those calculated to serye the best 
interests of the country, then 1t seems to me 
to follow asan inevitable conclusion that it 
is their bounden duty as citizens and patriots, 
to aid in the success of the principles thus 
adhered to by the party to which they be- 
long. Now Iam of the opimon that no*one 
thing tends so much to ihe success of piine- 
ple as the organized and concerted. efforts of 
its adherents. Without the organization of 
party, political demagogues—men whose sole 
purpose and object is to gratify ther personal 
ambition and private interest, having no re- 
gard to the public good, intrude themselves 
upon the public attention as candidates for 
office; they are necessarily comparitively 
strangers to the majority of those whom they 
seek to represent, and, for the time, en- 
deavor to make their political notions accord 
with those of each man they mect, and by 
this species of fraud, elevate themselves to 
office., I know of no hetter way of remddy- 
ing this evil than to organize the political 
parties. By organization, the evil complained 
of, is remedied through conventions. The 
delegates in convention canvass the merits of 
the aspirants for office, and ina majority of 
cases select the better man—one whose po- 
litical principles are in unison with the party 
whose standard bearer he is, and one whose 
interests are identilied with the interests of 
those whom he desires to represent. In this 
way the masses, through their representatis us, 
select their candidates, instead of having the 
candidates intiude themselves upon them un- 
bidden. 

Again, by party organization, the political 
issues of the day are brought before the 
masses by the standard hearers of the respect- 
ivo parties, and the public press, and there 
discussed and the public mind enlightened. 
If it be true that this is a Government of the 
people, and that each citizen, however humble 
he may be, forms a component part thereof, 
and is entitled to a voice in the administration 
of the same, then whatever aids him in cast- 
ing that voice understandingly and intelligi- 
bly, contributes to the good of the country. 
Organization, in my judgement, tends much 
to the trmmph of the principles of the party 
in the majority, and though we have no vote 
in Congress, yet the result of our elections 
conducted upon party principles, has its influ- 
ence. Our delegate in Congress will haye his 
influence, and that influence will be in behalf 
of what the majority regard as corréct prin- 
ciples. 

Then, Sir, let the Democratic party organ- 
ize, Let the Democracy: of the Territory 
hold n Territorial Convention to nominate a 
candidate for Delegate to Congress, and let 
each suction of the Territory vie with the 
other in efforts to put forth a good and true 
man, one who is devoted to the intoreststs of 
the Territory as well as attached to the prin- 
ciples of the party. By so doing we will noi. 
only haye served the Territory, but will have 
done what we might in aid of those princi- 
ples in which we believe rests the salvation 
and perpetuity of that Government institn- 
ted by the Fathers of the Republic. The great 
majority of the people of this Territory be- 
lieve that our interests havo been neglected 
iw the National Congress by those who were 
specially deputed by usto look after those 
interests. To aid in preventing a recurrence 
of this is my excuse for intruding upon your

“Wo are glad to find the Executive of the 
State oť California so fully in accord with the 
President of the United -States in the en- 
lightened and strictly constitucional policy 
which he endeavors to impress upon the re- 
cusant members of Congress, In that por- 
tion of his address which refers to State poli- 
cy, Governor Haight expresses himself an fa- 
vorof a registry law; in favor of an aght- 
hour law ‘as both parties? he says, “in the 
late canvass gave distinct pledges that such a 
law should be enacted;” he is opposed to 
Chinese immigration; recommends economy 
and retrenchment; cautions the Legislature 
against lavish expenditures of public money, 
even under the name of charity; adverts to 
special legislation —and warns against it; 
recommends revision of the statutes; suggests 
tho propricty of returning to the old system 
of appointing judges to hold office during 
good behavior; and closes by pronusing his 
aid in any way within his power, ty facilitate 
the reformation of the present defective slate 
prison system, and in the organization of a 
State University. 

Tho recommendations of the Governor are 
just and proper, and we hope he will be en- 
abled to carry them out, or have them car- 
ried out, to the great and permanent benctit 
of our glorious State,” 

The Radical papers have raised a big howl 
because Governor Haight saw fit to speak of 
and discuss, at some Jength, the powers and 
duties of the general Government, the States 
and the citizen, forgetting that Governor Low, 
in his partisan messages or larangues, has, 
heretofore waded pretty deep into National 
affairs. 


Tire Causvs.—Varioug and sundry causes 
have been assigned by the Radicals for their 
erushing defeat in the late elections, and 
much bitter fecling cants between the two 
wings of that party. The New York Times.

TIME. 
[From the Cornhill Magazine for September.] 


The looseness of idea which is traceable in 
miiy of our semi-philosophic phrases and 
. opinions offers a curious subject for 1cflection. 
Habitually, partly from mental indolence 
probably, partly from inherent unscientific 
carelessness of mind, we are satisficd with 
approaches to an idea about, or an explanation 
of, the phenomena which catch our attention 
-with what Dr. Obalmers used to call “ the 
inkling of an idea ”——not so much with half 
an idea as with the raw materials of an idea. 
We are content with feeling that a conception, 
and probably a true conception, i243 under 
the expressions we hear and repeat; and un- 
der cover of this inarticulate sentiment (for 
it is usually nothing more) we absolve our 
selves from the exertion of analyizing the 
coneeption, embodying it in appropriate lan- 
guage, or even carrying Ít so far as distinct 
and inexpressible notions. We use a phrase, 
and then fancy we have done a thing—have 
elucidated a fact or given utterance to an idea. 
We employ words not to express thought, 
nor (as Talleyrand suggested) to conceal it; 
but. to hide its absence and to escape its toil. 

No word has been oftener made to do duty 
in this way than Time. We constantly say— 
speaking of material things—that “Time ” 
destroys buildings, effaces inscriptions, re- 
moves Jandmarks, and the hike. In the same 
way:—speaking of higher matters appertaining 
to men and nations, to moral and intellectual 
pheriomena—we are accustomed to say that 
“Time” obliterates impressions, cures faults, 
solaces grief, heals wounds, extinguishes ani- 
mosities; as well as that under its influence 
empires decay, people grow enlightened, er- 
rors get trodden out, brute natures become 
humanized, and so on—-that the world "makes 
progress,” in short. Now what do we mean 
when we speak thus; or do most of us mean 
anything? What are the mighty and resist- 
less agencies hidden under those four letters, 
and embodied in, or implied by, the little 
word ? 

Sir Humphrey Dary, in those ‘ Consola- 
tions of Travel” which worthily solaced “the 
last days of a philosopher,” enceavored to 
answer this question as regards mere pliysical 
phenomena. He analyzes the several causes 
which, in the course of ages, contribute and 
combine to produce the ruins which cover 
the surface of the earth, and most of which 
are more lovely in their decay than ever in 
their pristine freshness. Putting aside all 
results traceable to the hand of man, to the 
outrages of barbarian invaders, or the greed 
of native depredators—leaving out of view, 
too, the destruction wrought from time to 
time-~by lightning, the tempest, and the 
earthquake—he shows. that the principal 
among:those elements of destruction, which 
operate slowly and surely, generation after 
generation, are traceable to heat and gravita- 
tion. More precisely, they may he classed 

under twò heads, the chemictl and the me- 

chanical, usually acting in-combination, and 

the two former much the more powerful of 

the two. The contraction and expansion of 

the materials of-which all buildings are com- 

posed, due to changes of temperature, operate 

to loosen their -cohesion, especially where 

weed or iron enters largely into their com- 

potition;, and in nortlierh climates, wherever 

water penetrates among the stones, its pecu- 

liarity of sudden and great expansion when 

freezing rendets'it ohé-of the most effective 

agencies of disintegration known. The rain 

that *fatls yetr by year, independent, of its 
ceaseless mechanici effect in carrying off 

minute vents of all perishable materials, 

is usually, and especially near cities, more or 

less charged with carbonic acid, the action of 

which upon the carbonate of lime, which 

forms so jarge an element in most stones, is 

: sometimes poteatondy tapid, as indeed we 
sec every day “around us, - The air, again, 

the instrumentality of the’ oxygen 

which js one of its component parts, is about 

the most, powerful agency of destruction fur- 

/ nished by the whole armory of nature: it 
trodes ths iron by which the stones are 
clainped together; it causes the gradual de- 
cay of the timber of which the roofs of build- 
ings are usually constructed, so that we sel- 
dom find sny traces of them in the more an- 
cient remains which have come down to us. 
Thus the great principle of organic life becomes 
also, in itéinevitable and cternal action, the 
reat principle also of decay and dissolution. 
hen follows what we may term thé unintén- 
tional gr. acidental agencies of living things. 
As goun aa the walls and pediments and col- 
u faptatue or a temple have lost their 
split wr ace through the operation of the 
intiuences we havo enumerated, the 

ens end mosses and other parasit- 

jeplants, which are constantly floating in the 
atmosphere, settle in the roughnesses, grow,

rinto the crevices thus formed by “Time,” 


and end by wrenching asunder the damaged 
and disintegrated blocks of marble. ‘The an- 
imal creation succeeds the yegetable and aids 
its destructive operations; the fox burrows, 
the insect bores, the ant saps the foundations 
of'thé-huilding ;.and thus by a series of caus- 
ed, all of t inthe: ordinary and undying 
course of nature, the most magnificent edifi- 
icde-B¥er“raiged by the genius) the: piety, and 
the industry of'maa are brought to an cnd, 
as by a fixed and irreversible deerce, And 
this is “ Time,” so far as its physical agencics 
are concerned, 

When we turn from the influence of Time 
on the work of man’s hands to consider ita 
influence on the man himsclf, we find a very 
different mode of operation. “'Time with in- 
dividuals acts partly thigugh the medium of 
our capacities and powers, but more, probably, 
through our defects and the feebleness and 
imperfection of our nature. It ought not, 
perhaps, te be so, but itis so. Time heal sour 
wounds and brings comfort to our sorrows, 
‘but kow? “Tt is beneath the dignity of 
thinking beings (says Bolingbroke) to trust 
to time and distraction as the only cure for 
griefto, wait to be happy till we can forget 
that we are miserable,and owe to the weak- 
ness of our faculties a result for which wo 
ought to be indebted to their strength.” 
Yet it is precisely thus that “thinhing be- 
ings” generally act, or find that “Time” 
acta with them. Half the healing influence 
of Time depends solely upon the decay of 
memory. It is a law of nature—and, like all 
nature’s laws, in the aggregate of its cffects, 
a beneficent one—that, while the active pow- 
ers strengthen with exercise, passive impres- 
sions fade and grow fecble with repetition. 
The physical blow or prick inflicted on a spot 
already soie with previous injuries is doubly 
felt; the second moral stroke falls upon a part 
which has become pattially benumbed and 
deadened by the first. Then new impressions, 
often far feeblcr, often far less worthy of at- 
tention, pass like a wave over the olde: ones, 
cover them, cicatrice them, push them quiet- 
ly into the hackvround. We coul? not retain 
our gridfs in their first freshness, even if we 
would. As Mr. Arnold says: 


This is the enise of life; that not 
A noble, calmer biain 

Of wise: thoughts and feelings blot 
Our passions Hom om bran. 


But cach diy brings its petty dust, 
Our soon choked soub to AH, 

And we forget because we must, 
And not heewmse we will 


In a word, we do not overcome our sorraw— 
we only overlive it Tt is succecded—not 
subdued, covered up, mossed over, hke the 
temples of Egypt or the tombs of the Camp- 
agna—not conquered. 

Tt is the same, too, usually, with our faults, 
“Time” cures them, we say. It would be 
more correct to say that it removes the temp- 
tation to them. Sometimes it 1s only that 
pleasures cease to please; we giow wise and 
good through mere satiety—if wisdom and 
goodness that come to us through such an 
operation of “Time” be not a most fallaci- 
ous and cynical misnomer. The passions that 
led our youth astray die out with age from 
the slow changes m our animal fiame, from 
purely physical modification of our constitu- 
tion; the appetites and desires that spring 


from the hot blood and aboundmg vigor of 


our carly years no longer torment the languid 
pulse and phlegmatic temperament of after 
life; the world and the Devil, not the flesh, 
are then the tempters to be prayed agaist. 
The frailties of 

=—cheerful creatures whose most sinful deeds 

Were but the overbeating of the heut, 
come easily and natwally io an end when 
from the dulled emotions and impaned vital- 
ity of advancing age we (cel nothing vividly 
and desire nothing strongly. Time does not 
so much ¢v7¢ our faults as kil/ them. 

Sometimes—often, indeed, we would hope 
—Time brings expeience m its tam. We 
learn that vice “does not pay.” We discover 
by degrees that the sin 18 far less sweet than 
we fancied, and that it costs much dearer 
than we had bargained for. We giow bet- 
ter calculators than we were; we reflect 
more profoundly; we measure and weigh 
more accurately. Occasionally, no doubt. 
Timo” operates thiough a nobler class ut 
influences. The observation of life shows us 
the extensive “misery wrought by all wrong- 
doing; we find those mound us whom we 
love better than onrsclyes; and affection and 
philanthropy giadually initiate us into virtue 
anc self-denial. Giowing sense aids the op- 
1ations of dulled sensibihty; we become less 
passionate and fierce as out nerves become 
Jess irritable; we diop our animosities as fail- 
ing memory ceases to remind us of the offenecs 
which aroused them, and as a calmer judg- 
ment enable: us to measure those offences 
more justly; we are less willing to commit 
crimes or neglect duties or mcur condemna- 
tion for the sake of worldly advancement, as 
we discover how little happiness that ad- 
yancement brings us, and as we reflect for how 
‘short. a period we can hope to enjoy it. But, 
through all and to the last, the physical in- 
fluence of “ Time” upon our bodily frame is 
the best ally of its moral influence on our 
character and our intelligence. Time brings 
mellowness to man much as it brings beauty 
to ruins—by the operations of decay. We 
melt and fade into the gentle and the good, 
just as palaces and temples crumble into the 
picturesque, 

When we come to speak of nations and of 
national progress, the idea of “'Time” em- 
braces a far wider range of ‘influences, both 
as to number and duration, which we can only 
glance at. Time, ag i* operates on empires 
and on peoples, on their grandeur and. their 
decadence, includes the aggregate of the et- 
forts, separate or combined, of every indivi- 
dual among them, through a long succession 
of decades and of centuries. Mr. Matthew 
Arnold, in the least sound of his many saga- 
cious and suggestive writings—his inconside- 
rate attack upon Colenyo—épeaks much of 
the Zeit-geist, tho Spirit of the Age, and urges 
us to trust to its slow and irresistible influ- 
ence, and not to seek to hasten it—that is, 
ab far a8 we could understand him, to abstain 
from all those acts and efforts of which its 
influence is made up. Mr, Lockie, again, in 
his admirable philosophical work, “The Iis- 
tory of Ritualism,” ¢gpecially in the chapter 
on magic and witchcraft, writes as if the de- 
cay of suporstition, which he chronicles so 
well, were owing to a sort of spontancons 
growth of the human mind, and its added

hard-won discoveries of science, augmented 
by the accessions of each succeeding age fiom 
Thales and Archimedes to Newton and Davy; 
the practical sagacity and applicative ingenu- 
ity of hundreds of inventors hke Arkwiight 
and Watt, Stevenson and Wheatstone (to 
whom we owe the cotton manufacture and 
the steam engine, the railway and the tele- 
giaph), as well as the humble: and unremem- 
bered labors of the thousands whose minor 
contrivances paved tho way for theh great 
completois; the innumerable contributions, 
age alter age, of the professional or specula- 
tive meu who at last haye made medicine and 
suigery what they now aie; fully, the dally, 
unacknowledged, half unconscious, because 
youtine, exertions of the rulers and adminis- 
trators who Lave rendered these great virto- 
nws of peace possible because they have ena- 
bled tho- who achieved them to labo: m 
security and hope. As far as “Time” has 
made the world, or any nation in it, wisct 
and better, it 1 because wise and good men 
have devoted that brief fragment of Time 
which was allotted to them here below to the 
task of enlightening and encowaging their 
fellow-men, lo rendering viitue casier and 
wisdom more attractive, to removing obsta- 
cles in the path of moral piogress, to diag- 
ging up the masses towards the po-ition 
winch the elte had previously attamed 

Where nations, once in thhalidom, have won 
hbeity and mdependence, itis not the cold 
abstra tion of “Time” that has cufranchied 
them, but tyrants that have so mused Time 
as to make sufferers desperate, prophets who 
lave struck out the enthusiasm that makes 
suflercis danng because hopetul, and patriots 
who have been found willmg to die for an 
idea and an aim. And, to look on the reverse 
of the picture when in its ceaseless 1¢evolu- 
tions “Lime,” which once brought progress 
aud development, shall have bronght decay 
and dissolution, the agencies in operation and 
their modus operandi present no driicult anal- 
ysis Sometimes the same rough energy winch 
made nations conyuecrors at first makes them 
despots and oppessors in the end, and rouses 
that hatied and thirst for vengeance which 
never waits in vam for opportunities, of only; 
it waits long enough; and the day of penl 

surprises them with a host of enemies and 

not a single fiend. Usually the wealth which 

enterprise and enilization have accumulated 

brings luxury and eneivationin its train, 

Jangnor and corruption creep over the people's 

powers, exertion giows distasteful, and dan- 

ger repels whete_it formerly attracted, de- 

gencrate freemen huc slaves to de then work 

and meicenaries to fight thar battles; and 

no strength or vitality or patriotism 1s left to 

resist the attacks of sounder and hardier bar- 

barians. Occasionally, in the process of ter- 

torial acerandisement, a nation outgrows its 

administiative m stitutions, the governmental 

system and the tuling faculties which sufheed 

for a small State prove altogether: unequal to 

the task of managing a gieat one, aud the 

empire or republic falls to pieces fiom Jack of 

cohesive power within or cocicive power 

above. Not unfrequently, it may be, the 

mere progress of rational but imperfect avili- 

zation brings with it its peculiar dangers and 

sources of disintegration; the lower and less 

qualified classes in a nation, always mevitably 

the most pumetous, mse m intelligence and 

wealth, and grow prosperous and pov erful, 

institutions nattally become more and more 

democratie; if the actual adnunistiation of 
public affairs does not piss mto the hands of 

the masses or thei nominees, at least the 

policy of the nation is moulded in accordance 

with the views of the less sagacious and more 

passionate part of the community, thd mis- 

chief is done unconsciously but nretrievably, 

and the catastrophe comes without bemy 

either intended or foreseen. In other cases, 

states and monarchies come to an end simply 

because they have no longer a raison @etre— 

because they never had in them the elements 

of permanence; because destructive or dism- 

tegrating causes, long in operation, haye at 

last ripened mto adequate strength, The 

Ottoman Power is falling becausé the mh- 

tary spirit which founded it has died away, 

and it has no other point of superiority to 

the people over whom it rules; because the 

Turks are stagnant and stationary, and the 

Giecks are av fond a progressive though a 

corrupt and undeveloped iace. Austria, too, 

seems crumbling to pieces, because composed 

of a host of incongruous elements, and be- 

cause neither the genius to fuse them nor the 

vigor to coerce them can be found among 

their rales. 

Is there, then, no permanence in any earthly 
thing? Must nations forever die out under 
the slow corrosion of “Time,” as’ surely as 
men and the monuments men rear? Is there 
no principle of vitality strong enough to dety 
at once assaults from without and cisintegra- 
tion from within? no elr rita discoverable 
by the accumulated sagacity and experience 
of centuries, by means of which the essential 
elements of national life can þe renewed as 
fast as they consume, and the insidious causes 
of decay watched and guarded agaist the 
instant they begin to operáte, and counter- 
acted pari pusse with their operation? “In a 
word, cannot the same wisdom and selt 
knowledge which tell nations why and how 
they degenerato and dic, discover antidotes 
against degeneracy and death? Or is fate 
too mighty for human resistance—that is, to 
speak more piouslyand definitely, has Proyi- 
dence decreed that the progress of the race 
shall proceed by n succession of states and 
peoples, and not by the adaptation and per-

If there be a part of the world which ought 
to tempt the traveler, it is assuredly that re- 
gion of Asia which lies between the Caspian 
and Black scap Immemorial tradition de- 
chareg this to be the ciadle of the human 
race, erec—sny the Persians and Arme- 
mians—was the garden of Eden; there, as 
every one knows, stands the mighty Ararat, 
from which mankind spread after the deluge.

Military Matters, 


Enrrox Arizona Miner: Asis well known, 
resofutions censuring General McDowell were 
passed by the last Territorial Legislature, and 
it is as well known in the vicinity of the then 
Capital tbat the influence and active exer- 
tions of certain high officials aided much in 
their passage. 

There were those who then thought that 
the resolutions were unjust—at least, that 
the evidence adduced, upon which the reso- 
lutions were based, was insufficient to sustain 
the action then had. 

There were no specific charges made against 
General McDowell, in the preamble or reso- 
lutions ; but on the strect, and in private con- 
ferences, it was charged, among other things, 
that the then Commander of the District of 
Prescott was not permitted to make any 
movement or disposition of his troops with- 
out the special permit of the Department 
Commander, that every contemplated move- 
ment of troops by him must be sent to San 
Francisco far approval before action could be 
had, and that the District Commander bod 
no discretionary power as to these matters. i 

Now, if these charges were true, then it 
followed that the District Commander was 
powerless to effect anything in the way of 
putting an end to our Indian troubles.

I am further directed to say that the Gene- 
ral has given you no instructions to move “a 
long distance to the eagt to guard against a 
possible danger, leaving an imminent one be- 
hind you, ete., ete.” 

By paragraph 6, Special Orders, No. 16, 
fof January 23d, 1867,] you were specially 
directed to protect the Mojave and Prescott 
road, and the La Paz and Wickenburg roads. 

Aud by paragraph 8, of the same order, 
you were directed to keep the two companics 
of infantry at Camp Lincoln actively employed 
in offensive operations after the hostile In- 
dians. 

And by paragraph 9, of the same order, 
you were mstructed to keep your two cavalry 
companies “in constant actine service where 
they may be most needed, and WHEREVER 
WILEY CAN BE MOST LIKELY TO MEET THE HOS- 
Tun Inprans.”? 

The particular operations necessary to carry 
rise orders into effect have been left entirely 
O VOU,

From the above communicatiqn, it appears 
that General Gregg was ordered to protect 
the roads, to keep the infantry at Lincoln ac- 
tively employed against the hostile Indians, 
and to heep the cavalry companies in constant 
active service where they might be most 
necded and wherever they would be most 
likely to meet the hostile Indians; and it is 
further expressly declared that the particular 
operations necessary to carry those orders 
into effect had been left entirely with General 
Gregg. He is not directed to move east, west, 
north, or south, but to keep his troops actively 
employed against the hostile Indians. 

Certainly, no Arizoman will find fault with 
this order. If it be true, as asserted in the 
communication above cited, that the particu- 
lar operations necessary to carry on active 
warfare against the hostile Indians were left 
to the discretion of the District Commander, 
it is apparent that injustice has been done 
General McDowell. 

I have taken some pains to inquire into 
Geneial McDowell’s action in reference to 
military matters in this Territory, and from 
the inquiry made, I am of opinion that he 
most earnestly desires to serve us and the 
Government, by putting an end to the Indian 
troubles in this Territory. If Gen. McDowell 
has been wronged by false representations, it 
is no more than justice to him that the facts 
should be made manifest. I intend, ina fu- 
tine communication, to refer to that celebrated 
order of General Gregg’s modifying a previous 
order, the modilication said to have been made 
by order from Depaitment Head Quarters,

General Palmer Locating the Union Pa- 
cific Railway, Eastern Division, West of 
the Colorado.

A letter from Hon. Wm. H. Hardy, of Har- 
dyville, on the Oolorado river, dated January 
9th, says: 

General Palmer is west of the river, near 
Sacramento Springs, locating the road west of 
the Colorado. Captain Schuyler and party 
have crossed the river, and commenced stick- 
ing grade stakes from the Needles west. 
Capt. Ilolbrook has finished the survey from 
the east to the Needles, and will be at Fort 
Mohave to-day. Capt. Miller will arrive bero 
to-day. Ile will join Gen. Palmer, and go 
to Camp Cady, or somewhere on the Mohave, 
and take up the survey for San Francisco. 

Col Price is waiting for forage. As soon 
as he gets it, he will start out after the Wal- 
lapais. 

Col. Price will start a scout out with Dr. 
Parry, so that the Dr, can look at Sacramento 
District. He wants to find the place that old 
Scherum gets his silver bullets from ; a few 
citizens will also follow, as they expect to 
fight Scherum and his warriors. 

I thought, a short time since, that Colonel 
Price had whipped and conquered the Walla- 
pris; but as soon as he drew out his cavalry, 
old Scherum mustered all his warriors and 
again attacked the mail station at Bealo 
Springs. 

These Indians are like coyotes; it takes 
downright hilling to whip them. When all 
are killed, then all are whipped. But if all 
works well in the railroad lino, we will soon 
have help to fight the Indians; as I learn 
that, many of the workmen employed in the 
survey intend to settle somewhere along the 
line of the road in Arizona, and that large

A “Samine Canrracr.”—The St. Louis 
Democrat describes a newly invented “sailing 
carriage,” designed for use on the New Mex- 
ico route: Tt has two upright jib sails, and a 
sail on each spoke of the two wheels on one 
side of the wagon, with steering gear acting 
on tho forward wheels, and provision for 
transferring tho wheel sails to the opposite 
wheels. The inventor is Charles P. Maczo- 
witzky, a German, who has been a sailor, and 
has since spent several years in traversing tho 
plains. Ie relics upon the ascertained con- 
stancy of the prevalent winds on the great 
plains over tho route named. The whecis are 
ten feet high, the wagon body shaped like a 
long boat and hung low, and with the jib 
sails, the whole concern presents an odd and 
formidable appearance, The design is to take 
passongers and mail matter only—not freight 
and itis expected that the carriage will 
suffice as a bont in crossing streams,

UnixFLAMMABLE Dresses.—lIt is much to 
be regretted that the process of rendoring the 
materials of ladies’ muslin dresses uninfilam- 
mable is not more generally understood and 
used. Either of the three substafices—phos- 
phate of ammonia, tungstate of soda, and sul- 
phate of ammonia—can be mixed in the starch, 
and, at the cost of two cents a dress, deaths 
from burned garments can be rendered impos- 
sible. Arteks of apparel subjected to those 
agents can, if they burn at all, only smolder; 
and in no case can they blaze up in the sud- 
den and terrible manner in which so many 
fatal accidents have occurred to the fair wear- 
ers of crinoline.—American Artisan,

The Gencral Commaniing is quite sure you 
cannot hayo fully considered the etlect of 
your two General orders, and ho directs you 
to reconsider and modify them, and make no 
war on [Indians not in hostility with the set- 
tlers, and that you aid the Indian Depart- 
ment ag far as pogsible in cooperating with 
its agents. That Indians steal when they 
tind property on which they can‘Iay their 
hands, is not surprising under the state of 
affairs now existing in Arizona. This, of 
course,-is much to be regretted, but it is not 
a matter for which the military authorities 
are responsible, and the General is not dis- 
posed to authorize an indiscriminate warfare 
on whole tribes on a suspicion that some of 
their members, or some of another tribe, por- 
haps, have committed theft.

I The various tirbes of Indians designated 
in General Orders No. 3, as hostile, are to be

‘he terms of your order implied doubt in 
your own mind as to whether some of the Tn- 
dianas on whom you declared war were friend- 
ly or hostile; some of thom, as you weie 
informed in the instructions fom De partment 
HMead* Quarters, to which you refer, had 
been for a long time hymg quictly on the 
bottom lands along the Colorado River, in 
the yiumity of Camp Mohavo, 1msmg food for 
themselves, and for sale; procuring wood for 
the steamers plying on the river trangporting 
tho supplies for the Goveinment, and the 
miners and other settlers in the Territory. 

You have declared war on these and others, 
(except when acting in conjunction with the 
troops) unless they confined themselves to 
the Indian Reservation, which you were told, 
it is believed, was, for want of funds, not at 
the time in a condition to maintain them. 

You were, therefore, directed to reconsider 
and modify your orders, and not war ‘on 
Indians not in hostiahty with the settlers ; 
and further, that instead of opposing, as you 
bad done, the acts of another branch of ‘the 
Government to whom the law had intrusted 
the care of the friendly Indians, you wee di 
rected “to md the Indian Department, as far 
as possible, in cooperating with its agents” 
But you were nowhere told to declare any 
tribe or tubes of Inchans as bemg either at 
peace or at war, only that you were not to 
make war on those who were fuendly. You

I am instructed hy the Department Com- 
mander to say, in reference to those orders, 
that, as he is at present mformed, and so far 
as he can, at this distance, judge of them, it 
svems to him you have declared war on many 
Indians with whom it might be possible to 
continue friendly relations. You unquestion- 
ably “remove doubt,” as you express it, but 
you have given the doubt in favor of hostili- 
ties against tribes of all kinds whatsoever, 
who may not be on the Indian reservation. 

With respect to that reservation, the fol- 
Towing is from the last annual report of the 
Commissioners of Indian Affairs: 
ARIZONA,”

“ Plans to colonize the tribes known as the 
River Indians, the Yavapais, Walltpar, cte., 
upon a reservation on the Colorado River, 
set apart for them by Congiess two years 
ago, have been considered and presented to 
the Department, but for want of necessary 
funds, nothing ofa permanent character has 
beeen done. Nevertheless, the Superintend- 
ent and Agent, Feudge, who was more di- 
rectly in charge of the enterprise, succeeded 
in inducing a considerable number of the Mo- 
haves, and of the tribes above named, to 
commence planting. By the August report 
it appeared that the tribes, many of the 
members of which had been disposed to hos- 
tility, were peacefully at work, and that for 
the first time in months trains were moving 
between the river and Prescott, the capital 
of the Territory, without interruption. The 
first crops planted by tho Indians were swept 
away vy a flood in the river, and another nse 
had also occured, the effect being so to satu- 
tate the ground as to assure the Indians of a 
successful crop.” 

The foregoing extract (given in full) shows 
that there is but one reset vation on the river 
for all the tribes named in your Genel Or- 
der. Tins is understood to be below Wil- 
hams? Fork, and thercfore beyond the limus of 
either of the Districts (Upper Colorado and 
Prescott) now under your command. This 
resoryation, though set apart by Congress, 3s 
not yet established, and tho Indian Depart- 
ment is not in n condition at this time to 
support these Indians on it. Yet, by your 
General Order, if the Indians whom tlie 
Agent has succeeded in drawing to the res- 
eryation ate found away from it for the pur- 
pose of hanting—under a condition of things 
where they must hunt or starve—you order 
that the permit of tho Agent shall not be 1e- 
garded, and the Indians shall be declared 
hostile ! 

Many of the Mohaves and Wallapais have 
hitherto been living quictly in the vicinity of 
Fort Mohave, and on the bottom lands along 
tho Colorado river, raisimg food for them- 
selveg, and for sale, and procuring wood for 
the steamers plying on the river, tiansport- 
ing the supplies for the Government, and tho 
minors- ancl other settlers in the Terutory, 
By your General Order, No. 3, those Indians 
are declared hostile, and war is to be waged 
on them.

Atthedate of my Jasteannital ropdrty the 
Union Pacific Railway” Company, enter tlie 
vision, had constructed its road to Fort Riloy, 
‘185 miles-west from the initial point on the 
line dividing the States of Kansas and Mis- 
souri. Since that dato this company has con- 
structed 150 miles of its road, which you 
have accepted, ho Goverment Conimisaion- 
ers ato now examining an additional section 
of 20 miles, completing the road for 305 miles 
from snid initial point, The company report 
thg road as provided with *rouid-lioyses, re- 
pair-shops, turn-tables, water-tanks, sidings, 
etc, suflicient to meet the immediate wante 
of business, and that the necessary ware- 
houses and depot bulldings have been erected 
at the stations for the accommodation of pas- 
sengers and freight, | 

The equipment now in use: consists in 25 
locomotives, 18 passonger and 736 other cars. 


Contracts have been made for two locomo- | 


tives, two passenger and 140 other cars. Iron 
has been ordered sufficient to eympiete the 
road to the 335th mile, nearly all of which 
has been delivered, 

The aggregato cnrnings of the company for 
ten months and 15 days, from Qet. Sth 1866, 
are represented to have been $1,226,438.08. 
It is also represented that dwing the same 
period the business done for the Government 
anounted to $868,049.49; that the 50 per 
cent. retained therefrom is in excess of the 
interest paid by Government on the bonds 
issued to the company during 10 months 
and 15 days, $6,189.53, 

A table is submitted showing tho amount 
retained by the United States Treasurer from 
that due the company on the Government 
business, for the month of August last, is 
nearly eight per cent. per annum of the prin- 
cipal of the bonds issued to the company on 
account of the construction of the road. This 
would repay the principal at no distant period 
by tho government business alone, should it 
be continued at the same extent. The pay- 
ment of the bonds at maturity is therefore 
considered by the company to be fully assured, 
and the road ag being built, so far as the Gov- 
ernment is concerned, simply by the loan of 
its credit fora term of years, upon ample se- 
curity, and without the actual expenditure of 
a single dollar from the public treasury. The 
company have organized and sent into the 
field, duting the past year, three large survey- 
mg partics, and have already had cuefal in- 
ptrumental examinations made, covering an 
agregate distance of moro than 1,800 miles. 
Two lines have been run fiom Fort Wallace 
to Denver, and an advantageous route discov- 
ered. Once has been surveyed from Fort Wal- 
lace to the Arkansas river, and thence up the 
Purgatory Valley, through the passes of the 
Raton mountains, to the easternmost ange 
of the Rocky mountains, to Albuquerque and 
Fort Craig, on the Rio Grande. 2 ther has 
been examined up the valley of the Iuertiino 
tiver, through the Sangre do Christo Pass, via 
Fort Garland, to the Rio Grande, and thence 
via Santa Fe, to Albuquerque. Surveying 
partics organized into two divisions, are now 
making a careful survey of two general routes 
from the Rio Grande to the Pacific—oneé along 
the 35th parallel west from Albuquerque; the 
other from Fort Craig, along the 32d parallel, 
by what is known as the iln route, The 
surveys have met. the most fuvorable anticipa- 
tions. At no point will the prades excecd 
the maaimuin allowed Ly law for the Pacific 
rathoad, and such giades will be for short dis- 
tances, and at only two or three points be- 
tween Fort Wallace and the Rio Grande. 
The highest altitude attained on this line is 
7,846 feet above tide-water. Tho company 
express the conviction ‘that had the work not 
heen delayed by unexpected difficulties with 
the Indinns, the road would have been fin- 
ished to Fort Walace by the end of the pres- 
ent year, and they haveevory reason to ox- 
pect that it will rench n point 335 miles west 
trom the Missouri river by the lst proximo.
